In Mountain Wreck 


Tho most serious accident to Covina 
people that has happened this year oe 
curred shortly after 8:30 o'clock in the 
Calabasas mountains, ur> miles from Bur 
bank, when throe Covina parties, return 
Ing from a hunting trip, were run into 
by a heavy truck. 


The seriously injured are. Harley Gar­ 
rison of the Covinu Bicycle Shop, .1. 
P. Overholtzer, local well driller, and 
Miss 
Maude 
Blnekman, 
daughter 
of 
Charles Blackmail. 
Mr. Garrison suf­ 
fered n broken jaw, the bones 
being 
broken in two places, and four of hi 
teeth were knocked out. He was rushed 
from the place of the accident to the 
Burbank 
hospital, a distance of 
inileSj where he still lies in a critical 
condition. 
Up until yesterday the phy­ 
sicians had not been able to set the 
jaw, owing to the swelling. 


Miss Blackmail received serious cuts 
about the head and face, and is also 
suffering from an injured knee. 
She is 
not able to leave her home. 
J. P. Over 
holtzer received bad cuts on the hands 
and on- the legs. 
He is able to attend 
to his business this weok,

EARL PHILLE0 WRITES INTERESTINGLY 
OF THE LIFE AT AMERICAN LAKE 


Camp Lewis, American 


Lake, Washington. 
To the Covina Argus: 


Being, I believe, the first drafted man 
from Covina to be sent to Camp Lewis 
cantonment, American Lake, Washing­ 
ton, I am writing to tell you something 
of our trip north, and to describe for 
you as accurately as I can the largest 
military 
cantonment in the 
United 
States. 


I speak of " o u r trip," for when the 
7:30 Espee train left the Los Angeles 
station Wednesday night on the 5th of 
Septembor, there were 150 men from 
scattered precincts of Southern Califor­ 
nia, occupying the two-special coaches 
attached. But before the Oregon boun 
dary was roached, our train was travel 
ing in two sections of eleven coaches 
each 


It was not until our arrival at camp, 
I learned that at Sacramento we had 
picked up men from Arizona, Nevada, 
New Mexico, and all points of Northern 
California, even the most remote moun­ 
tains and desert districts having very 
promptly supplied 
their quota of the 
first men to go. 


MEN ABE MERRY 


The men, with few exceptions, 
WITH 
in high spirits, became quickly acquaint -: 
ed, and voices were soon blended iv 
song and laughter. 


At Sacramento, we were held up for 
eight hours, awaiting the arrival of 
more remote southern delegations, giv­ 
ing us ample time to visit the capitol 
building, inspect old Fort Sutter, and 
have a swim in the Y. M. C. A. plunge, 
a courtesy of which most of the men 
availed themselves. 


Leaving Sacramento the evening of 
the second day, we were awakened by 
the porter, to find ourselves nearing the 
Oregon line, with the glittering peak 
of Mt. Shasta towering above us. Half 
an hour later we passed beautiful Shas­ 
ta Springs, and then on into the never- 
ending, ever-changing scenery of Ore­ 
gon. 


About 
daylight next morning 
we 
crossed the Columbia River in a heavy 
fog, through which we traveled to our 
journey's end. 


ENORMOUS 
CAMPSITE 


Camp Lewis is located about 
eight 
miles south and east of Tacoma, with 
electric service to that place, but one 


mile distant, or auto service direct from 
the camp itself. 


The reservation upon which the site 
is located; embraces about seventy-eight 
thousand acres, the building area itself 
about nine square miles. The camp is 
laid off in the form of a great oval, the 
drill grounds in the center, about which, 
as far as the eye can see, extend the 
barracks buildings, officers quarters and 
warehouses. 
The hospital 
wards, of 
which there are many, and the quarters 
of the hospital corps, are located at a 
short distance from the western extrem­ 
ity of the camp. 


The barracks buildings are two-story 
frame,, each housing and feeding 250 
men, each man provided with steel cot, 
straw mattress and three blankets, be 
sides his field equipment. 


The food or " m e s s " is plentiful, 
though hardly of the variety that moth­ 
er provides, for there is a very notice 
able absence of pie, and butter too is 
on the blacklist. 


Today we were given our first allot­ 
ment of clothes, and merriment reigned 
when we were told to try them on, 
and it was found 
that little 
private 
Stone, a twenty-two caliber man, drew 


j a suit of forty-three centimeter under­ 
clothes and number ten shoes. 


The business of equipping an army is 
not a small one, but the work moves 
along with surprising rapidity, and af­ 
ter many successive alignments we art- 
beginning to assume the appearance of 
soldiers. 


Yesterday the men of our company 
were marched over to the hospital ward, 
where we were given our first physical 
examination, and received our "shots 
in the a r m , " sending many of the men 
to their bunks immediately, while oth­ 
ers, determined to stick it out, stood 
o>i very wobbly leg* at retreat roll call.

buildings they swarm like bees, and in

each man's thoughts are with the folks 
at home. 


With reveille at 5:45, Camp 
Lewis 
awakes, and the first sergeants' call, 
" Lights o u t , " sees the army to bed. 
Such is the life of a soldier.

London 
hospital at Wandsworth. 


The letter says that he is glad to be 
back in England, again. 
He arrived 
at the London hospital on August 27, 
after what he calls a "smooth course." 
He describes his ml venture as follows: 
" W e went, over the top at 4:.'i5 a. rn. 
(just at dawn), and exactly fifteen min­ 
utes later a few pieces of shrapnel 
decided to homestead in my legs, which 
put me out of the fun. I managed to 
get into an old Teinie (German) dug 
out, along with 
four others, and we 
had to stay there until midnight the 
next night before we could be gotten 
in, as Fritz was keeping up a pretty 
stiff bombarclnieut, and also we were 
out in front of our own line and could 
not be gotten in during daylight with 
out being seen. 


" W e got out nbout 12 p. in., and then 
had a two-mile 
trip on a stretcher 
down to the dressing station, 
which 
took till :!::!'). 
If you saw the ground 
we had to travel over you would not be 


I surprised at the long time in making 
the journey. 
From there we went down 
in an open hand ear to the collecting 
station for wounded, and had another 
stretcher 
trip to the ambulance, and 
then out to the cusuaiy life saving sta 
tion, frotn there to England.
